“Yesterday’s results, for instance, bear testi- 
mony to Corrigan’s skill as a conditioner, 
showing as they do that bis horses are ’right on 
edge.’ 

“To begin with. Credo carried the green and 
white te victory in the first race, and Perrier 
followed with ‘a win’ in the second. Ferrier, 
of coarse, is (be property of m llionaire Hobart, 
but be is stabled and bandied by Corrigan. 

“Next in order was Adolph Spreckels, the 
easy winner of the third event at a mile and a 
sixteenth. In the improvised fourth race the 
Corrigan entry. The Bachtlor, didn’t do unite 
so well. There were extennatisg circumstances, 
however, the principal one being that he was 
ridden like a horse that was meant to land sec- 
ond. And that is jnst where he did land. 

“Owner Corrigan had nothing starting in the 
fifth, but in the sixth Maxello sported the green 
and brought it home in advance of all the other 
oolort, thns making four firsts and a second for 
the stable. 

“The race in which The Bachelor ran second 
was won by Lodestar, the solidly supported 
second choice. The Bachelor was prominent 
for a brief instant when the gate went skyward, 
and the next that was seen of him be was chas- 
ing the others np the backstretcb. Once past 
the half. “Sssets” Martin sent kim along a bit 
and was second to Lodestar shortly after tnrn- 
iBg for home. He gained somewhat on the 
Midlothian gelding before the wire was 
reached, but, as already stated, he did not win. 

“Old Bnckwa placed the seven farlung handi- 
cap to his credit, and did it in easy style. 
Highland Ball was second, and it must be said 
that he ran a remarkable race. He was ac- 
corded as wretched a start as it is possible for 
an animal to get in a foni-borse race, bat he 
went IB pursuit of his field and outran Hohen- 
sollera and Libertine before the stretch was 
reached. 

“While Maxello was at all times a favorite for 
the concluding six farlengi there was a heavy 
investmeot in Mercntio stock. From 12 to 1 
the horse named rapidly dropped to 5 to 1. 
Then bis price began to climb again, until at 
gate time it was 8 to 1. Mercntio carried a bar- 
rel of money at that, and there were some 
heartrending greans when a man with field 
glasses yelled: ‘Mercntio is left at the post.’ ’’ 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Though the new seven-furlong straight track 
will be completed at Sheepsbead Bay, so far as 
laying it ont and forming it is concerned, it will 
not be net d nntil 1900. In a talk with one of 
the officials he said that there would not be a 
chance to use it this season, as it takes a long 
time to pnt a new track into shape, even after 
it is made, owing to the great nnmber of stones 
and pieces ef rock that have to be removed, 
which has to be done by band.

T, G. McDowell has bought of Milton Yonng 
a half interest in the 2-year-eld cbestnnt colts 
Star Bright, by Aintree -Spaldimore, and Rob- 
ert Metcalfe, by Harry O’Fallon — Zizi. They 
cost Young $2,550 last fall and are considered 
very promising youngsters, both haring shown 
remarkably fait trials which induced Young to 
bay them. So far as can be estimated withont 
the test of actual racing Robe t Metcalfe is the 
best of the pair. Of the two colts the Thorough- 
bred Record says : ’'Both are highly tried, 
Robert Metcalfe having showu faster on T. B. 
Steven’s farm track than any yearling ever 
trained there. In light of the fact that Buckwa, 
Wary and Florimore got their first work on 
that track, the work entitles him to a claim of 
more thaa ordinary worth. Star Bright worked 
three-eighths with light weight last fall in 
38^ over the bill at Lexington, where 37 with 
weight np, is considered very good.”
